Marches Past Lenine’s Tomb 
in Moscow. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 7.—A _ military 


and civic parade unsurpassed in 
size since the 1917 upheaval, 
marched through the main streets 


in Moscow today in celebration of 
the tenth anniversary of the soviet 
revolution. 

From early dawn, masses of 
humanity, carrying red banners, 
came marching from Moscow's 
suburbs and adjacent villages, 
flowing in an ever-swelling tide 
that converged on the Red Square 
where, amid roaring cannon and 
bands blaring revolutionary hymns, 
they filed past Lenine’s tomb. 
Revolutionary graves and the walls 
of the historic Kremlin formed the 
background for the ceremony. 

Across the entire length of the 
ancient Kremlin wall, the huge 
figures “1917-1927” blazed in etlec- 
tric light; on top of Lenine’s mau- 
soleum stood the most prominent 
members of the communist coun- 
cils, with Joseph Stalin, most pow- 
erful of all, in the rear, as usual. 

Past this array of revolutionary 
leaders flowed soviet Russia’s mili- 
tary power amid deafening  hur- 
rahs and the booming of artillery.

TWO MURDERERS: 
GIVEN LIFE TERMS 


3: Third Man in Killing of Col- 


lector Freed on Advice 
of Sidener. 4

Life sentences for two murder- 
ers, one Of whom a jury previously 
had fixed the death penalty, and 
freedom for their confessed ac- 
complice, were recommended to- 
day by Circuit Attorney Sidener, 


when the case of one of the men 
was called for trial before Circuit 
Judge Rosskoptf. 

Thereupon Anthony Bergmann, 19 
years old, and Arthur McMahan, 
23, pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced to life. Bergmann kad 
admitted he fired the shot. that 
killed Rudolph S Guenthel, tele- 
phone coin collector, in a South 
Side hardware store, Feb. 9. Mc- 
Mahan was with him and a third 
man, Arthur Van Nostrand, 30. 
waited for them outside in an au- 
tomobile. \_ 

Before he accepted the recom- 
mendations of the Circuit Attorney, 
Judge Rosskopf hesitated to let 
Van Nostrand go without some 
punishment, but Sidener said he 
would take full responsibility ‘-r 
the Court’s ac‘ion. 

“Very well,” Judge Rosskopf re- 
joined. “I still think, however, 
that that is not the proper disposi- 
tion of the case.” 

As Van Nostrand left the court- 
room he was arrested and ordered 
held for Federa! authorities in con- 
nection with the robbery of a sub- 
postoffice, in which it is under. 
stood the United States Attorney 
has a good case against him. 

Van Nostrand was the State's 
Star witness against two holdup 
men whose careers paralleled those 
of himself, Bergmann and Mce- 
Mahan. and finally testified as a 
State's witness against Bergmann, 
with such telling effect that the 
jury voted the death penalty. How- 
ever, a new trial was.) awarded 
Bergmann by Judge Hogan when 
it was shown that one of the jurors 
was an acquaintance of Van Nos- 
trand.and had not mentioned the 
fact in the questioning of the jury 
panel. 

Prior to his trial Bergmann's of- 
fer to plead guilty and take a life 
Sentence was rejected. Today, 
however, Circuit Attorney Sidener 
said the State’s case had been 
weakened since the first trial by 
the fact that detectives had been 
unable to ftmd George Scoggins 
the only witness of the murder. 

As to Van Nostrand, Sidener 
said he was only following his pol 
icy of rewarding the services of 
criminals who assist the State tin 
prosecutions. He pointed out that 
Van Nostrand had been “valuable” 
in the robbery prosecutions as well 
as in Bergmann’'s mrurder trial.

MKECHNIE MADE 
1928 MANAGER OF 
CARDINAL TEAM 


Replaces Bob O'Farrell 
Who, However, Remains 
as a Player at $5000 Ad- 


vance in Pay. 


BREADON EXPLAINS 
REASON FOR CHANGE 


Says O’Farrel]l Was Success- 
ful in Directing Team, 
‘but Managerial Worries 
Handicapped Him. 


By J. Roy Stockton. 

Bob O'Farrell has been replaced 
as manager of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals by Bill McKechnie, coach 
during.the 1927 season, Sam Brea- 
don, president and principal owner 
of the club, announced this morn- 
ing. O'Farrell has signed a player’s 
contract for 1928 and will receive a 
salary increase of $5000 over what 
he was paid as manager in 1927, 
Breadon stated in announcing the 
change. 

Breadon’s decision in naming 
McKechnie as O’Farrell’s succ¢s- 
sor was not unexpected, having 
been forecast in the Post-Dispatch 


Thursday. 
“O'Farrell was successful as a 


manager,” Breadon said this morn- 
ing in announcing the change, 
“but I have considered the prob- 
lem carefully and I think that the 
worries of managing the club 
handicapped him. In 1926 he was 
the league’s most valuable player 
and the best catcher in baseball. 
In 1927, perhaps, because of .“he 
managerial responsibilities, he was 
injured several times and able to 
catch only a few games. Had he 
escaped injuries I believe we would 
have won the pennant. To spoil a 
great catcher like O’Farrell is an 
expensive way of obtaining a man- 
ager and for that reason, after a 
conference with Bob 1 have de- 
cided to make a change, 


‘T talked to O’Farrell before 
making the decision and asked 
him if there was anybody he would 
like to see manage the club, if he 
were to retire. He told me that he 
would be glad to play for Bill Me- 
Kechnie and that he considered 
Bill the logical man for the job. 


“Though O'Farrell’s work as a 
catcher was not to be compared 
with his showing during 1926, I 
feel that he gave everything he nad 
to us and I consider him a great 
player. For that reason, in restor- 
ing him to the status of a player? 
I have given him an increase in 
salary of $5000 a year. 

Thinks Team Has Chance. 

“I think the Cardinals have a 
splendid chance to win the pennant 
in 1928 and that if O’Farrell can 
regain the form that made him the 
best in the business in 1926 we will 
win the flag easily. That is why I 
have appointed McKechnie for 
1928; It is not a question of 
finances. It will cost us more 
money than we paid the same men 
in 1927, but I believe that with 
O'Farrell free to devote all his time 
to catching his arm wil! come back 
and he once more will be the out- 
standing catcher in baseball. 


“Some persons may object to the 
change, for sentimental reasons, 
but I have tried to exclude senti- 
ment in making my decision. My 
only wish is to make the Cardinal 
club as strong as_ possible, and 
while I may be mistaken I believe 
that O'Farrell will be of more value 
to us as a catcher, without the 
worries of management, and that 
his full time services as catcher will 
be more valuable to us than his 
services as manager possibly could 
be. That is why I am giving him 
the largest salary ever paid to a 
catcher in the ranks.” 

O'Farrell Signs as a Player. 

O'Farrell signed a player’s con- 
tract last week and wn he as- 
sured Breadon that he would be 
glad to play under McKechnie as 
manager, Breadon summoned Bill 
to a conference and he was signed 
as new leader of the club this 
morning. He arrived from his 
home in Pittsburg at 8:30 o’clock 
and he and Breadon reached an 
agreement a few minutes after g0- 
ing into conference. 

McKechnie is an experienced 
manager. He led the Pittsburg Pi- 
rates for five years, piloting the 
team toa pennant and world series 
“ictory over the Wash ton Sen- 
ators in 1925. During the 1926 
season friction developed on the 
Pirate club. There was internal 
dissension and Max Carey ang Car- 
son Bigbee.. veteran outfielders, 
and Babe Adams, veteran pitcher,

SWIMMER FINED $900 


FOR CHANNEL HOAX’ 


London Court Penalizes Dr. 
Dorothy Logan for False 
Declaration. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 7——Dr. Dorothy. 
Logan’ Channel swim hoax has 
cost her something more than $500 
in addition to criticism. 

With her trainer, Horace Carey, 
Dr. Logan appeared in Police Court 
today to answer charges brought 
by the Public Prosecutor under the 
perjury act for making a false 
declaration in connection with her 
so-called swim. She was fineu 
£100 and 10 guineas in costs while 
Cary was fined £50 and 5 guineas 
in costs on their plea of guilty. 

Dr. Logan had the honor of hav- 
ing her case heard by the Lord 
Mayor at the Mansion House Court, 
wh. » she appeared wearing a long 
brown raincoat and a thick woolen 
scarf. She was accompanied by 
a number of friends. 

Dr. Logan told the court how 
the swim was planned and partly 
carried out in pursuance of her 
declared obiect to establish neces- 
sary checkups for properly super- 
vised Channel swims, and how she 
came to make‘the declaration that 
she had succeeded in swimming the 
Cannel, which led to her being 
brought into court. 

Dr. Logan’s high character was 
admitted by the prosecution, as 
was that of her trainer. Her coun- 
sel said that if there had been any 
element of fraud involved or any 
allegation that she was endeavor- 
ing to benefit herself, there would 
have been no plea of guilty and 
the case would have heen contend- 


ed vigorously. 

In announcing his decision car- 
rying the fines, the Lord Mayor 
said: “You are not before me for 
hoaxing the public, but for com- 
mitting an offense akin to perjury 
for_which you could be sent to 
prison.”

EASE TRAFFIC JAM 


New York City Plan and Sur- 
vey Committee Consid- 
ering Proposal.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—A night 
deliver> plan has been formulated 
for alleviation of traffic qamgeetet 
in Né&.rsork city." 

The erection of many big 
buildings, especially in the 
midtown area, hag resulted in: a 
concentration of huge business, 
whie daily involves thé movement 
of an immense volume of merchan- 
dise. Trucks used in the movement 
of th' merchandise fill the streets 
at the busy times of the day to such 
an extent that traffic is slowed 
down ’ to a costly and wasteful 
point. 

This congestion would be avert- 
ed, it is maintained, if all deliv- 
eries to business houses in crowded 
districts were made du. ng the 
night and early morning—say, be- 
tween 11 p. m. and 8 a. m. 

The night delivery plan involves 
a radical change in operation by 
carriers and business organizations. 
It -vuuld have to be acceptable to 
steamship lines, railroads, express 
companies, labor organizations, 
trucking prganizations, merchants 
and :anufacturers. 

The plan is before the city com- 

‘e on plan and survey. The 
subcommittee on traffic regula- 
tions and street uses has complet- 
e its investigation and has sent its 
recommendations to the executive 
branch of the main committee.

17 CANARIES STOLEN, 
LATER SUPFOCATED 


Curtis Starnés Charged ‘With 
Taking Birds From Tor- 
nado Zone. 


The theft and subsequent suffo- 
cation of 17 canaries, valued by 
the owner at $130, resulted today 
in the issuance of a warrant 
against Curtis Starnes, 3400 Mor- 
gan street, charging burglary and 
larceny. 

When the tornado wrecked the 
home of Mrs. Mary Crawford at 
4000 Cook avenue, she moved to 
3938A Enright avenue, but re- 
turned dally to the old home to 
eare for the 17 pet canaries left 
there in a large cage. Starnes, 
who was doing repair work on 
wrecked houses in the neighbor- 
hood, was permitted to view the 
birds. 

The cage and canaries disap- 
peared last Friday night, and Mrs. 
Crawford had Starnes arrested. Po- 
lice reported he confessed the theft 
anu said the loot could be recov- 
ered from his wife and brother at 
the Morgan street address, 

But these two, hearing of his ar- 
rest, had obeyed his previoys in- 
structions to dispose of the evi- 
dence. The cage had been thrown 
into an ashpit and the canaries 
placed in a paper bag, and then 
concealed behind a pole a block 
away. 

The cage was recovered from the 
pit. The bag also was found, but 
it was airtight, and the birds had 
suffocated The 17 little bodies 
were buried by Mrs. Crawford, 
after police had photographed them 
as evidence against Starnes.

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WW STRKE LEADERS 
ARRESTED IN GOLORAD 


Action of State Police Suspends 
Picketing in Southern Coal 
Fields. 


By the Aasociatrd Presa, 

DENVER, Nov. 7.—Every prom- 
inent LW. W.. strike leader in 
the Southern Colorado coa) fields 
was arrested today by State police- 
men. As a result of.the arrests 
there was no picketing of mines 
by strikers in the southern part 
of the State. 

Twenty-five I. W. W. leaders 
were placed in jail at Walsenburg 
to join the group previously ar- 
rested, 

Among those rounded up this 
morning were Kristen Svanum, in 
charge of I. W. W, activities in the 
coal and metal mines of the United 
States; Alexander K. Orr, publicity 
director of the I. W. W.: K. Clem- 
ens, chairman of the strike ,com- 
mittee in Northern Colorado; A. 8. 
Embree, national organizer for the 
I, W. W., and carias Ornelias. 

Roger Francezon, chief of the 
IL W. W. in the United States, and 
eight others were arrested yester- 
day. 

Byron Kitto, former publicit# ai- 
rector of the organization, and 
Paul Seidler, leader in the early 
activity in the strik@ zone, have 
been in jail at Trinidad fora week. 

The numerous arrests left the 
strikers without active leaders. I. 
W. W. members declared at Wal- 
senburg, however, that: “five new 
leaders will spring up for each one 
arrested.” : 

No charges were filed against 
any of the I. W. W. leaders and 
state policemen indicated ~ that 
none would be filed for several 
days. The men were held without 
bond. 

With the strike due to enter its 
fourth week tomorrow, the State 
claimed progress in persuading 
hundreds of miners to return to 
work. This was supported by an 
announcement by the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co., one of the largest 
operators, that 80 per cent of the 
3000 odd men jaid off at its Pueblo 
steel mills because of shortage of 
coal would be recalled today. 

I. W. W. leaders, however, ,point- 
ed to crippled mines in Southern 
Colorado and declared they would 
continue, to hold mass meetings 
until a wage increase was granted. 

Informed that strikers. planned 
to extend their activities in the 
Walsenburg area, Gov. W. H. 
Adams sent 20 more State. police 
to aid the 15 special officers who 
were unable to step scores of 
miners in a raid on properties in 
that district Saturday. ‘The Gov- 
ernor said he had more police in 
reserve.

HOPE TO WAR-TORN EUROPE, 


SAYS FRIENDSHIP DELEGATE 


Dr. Frederick Lynch Speaks 
at St. Michael’s Church 
—Another Speaker De- 


plores ‘‘Vicious Circle.”’ 


Tendencies working toward “the 
next war” and forces making for 
peace were contrasted in the ad- 
dresses made before St. Louis 
church congregations yesterday by 
some of the leading delegates to 
the International Good Will Con- 
gress, to open Wednesday at Hotel 
Chase. 

Dr. Frederick Lynch of New 
York, educational director of the 
World Alliance for International 
Friendship Through the Churches, 
spoke in St, Michael and All 
Angels*® Episcopal Church, 

“All Burope,” he said, “looks to 
the League o2 Nations as its star of 
hope. No one is studying the par- 
ticular articles of the covenant, or 
is talking about a superstate, or 
worrying about exact proportions 
of representation. 

Asks for Sympathy for League. 

“Imperfect as it may be, it is a 
great endeavor of the nations to 
organize themselves into communi- 
ty life. Every American who longs 
for a world order based on peace 
instead of force, who wants to 
banish war from the world, should 
watch with gympathy this _ first 
great attempt to substitute com- 
munity law for individualism. The 
World Court, the Locarno agree- 
ment, the rapprochement of Ger- 
many and France, and the arbitra- 
tion treaties which outlaw war be- 
tween the signatories, all mean 
progress toward that community 
of nr fons which will bring peace.” 

Dr. Henry A. Atkinson of New 
York, general secretary of the 
World Alliance, speaking in West- 
minster Presbyterian Church, said 
that fear causes preparation for 
war, and preparation increases 
fear, causing a vicious circle of 
feeling and influence. 

“Conditions in the Near East,” 
he said, “the problem of Russia, 
the eastern boundaries of Germany, 
the ever-recurring incidents in the 
Balkans, the question of the allied 
debts, tariff agreements, race dis- 
crimination, the domination of the 
strong nations over the weak, the 
exploitation of backward people, 
the uprisings in China, the control 
of the Pacific—what a world of 
problems we have today. 

“Underneath al] of them is the 
question of the effect of an un- 
friendly world, and all or any one 
of them can be settled if you can 
get the friendly approach. No 
problem is.too serious for peaceful 
negotiations and no problem is 
serious enough to be worth a world 
war. 

Religion Enemy of War. 

“War and religion are diamet- 


rically opposed. The supreme 
task of the church {is to make war 
more difficult by supportin; the 
plans, schemes, and machines that

| MAYOR THOMPSON’S IDEAS .

AYOR THOMPSON of Chi-

“Someone has suggested that 
a committee of Englishmen 
should call on the Mayor of 
Chicago,” he said. “We do not 
take Mayor Thompson so seri- 
ously as that, nor do I think that 
people in this country do. We 
find him very amusing, and his 
utterances do not mar at all 
our recollection of the fellowship 
of our nations in wartime, or 
the realization of the fellow- 
ship we must maintain now if 
we are to do our great share in 
building peace.”

Linley V. Gordon, extension sec- 
retary of the World Alliance, spoke 
at St. John’s Methodist Church, 
saying that competitive armaments 
are a chief cause of war. 

“The principal nations prepared 
for war 40 years,” he said, “and 
they got what they prepared for. 
Military preparedness has been 
said to constitute a form of insur- 
ance. It did not insure the nations, 
or their young men who were 
slaughtered in the last war.’ 

“We have outgrown war,” said 
Raymond Robins of Chicago, for- 
mer Progressive party leader, 
speaking at the Second Presbyter- 
ian Church. “War must be made a 
crime, and law must be substituted 
for force.” 

League and Aid to Labor. 

The importance of the interna- 
tional labor movement as a force 
for peace was set forth by the Rev. 
Charles Stelzle of New York, ma- 
chinist-clergyman, speaking in 
Bethel Evangelical Church. He 
told of the work done by the 
League of Nations for the welfare 
of laboring people, and said these 
measures had drawn the nations 
together and reduced the likeli- 
hood of war. He spoke in opposi- 
tion to religious bigotry, as a con- 
tribution to the war spirit. 

The Rev. Arthur Pringle - of 
London spoke in Christ Church 
Cathedral in the morning and in 
the afternoon at Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Church. He stressed the 
importance of good relations be- 
tween England and the United 
States, as a factor in world peace, 

Harry N. Holmes, field secretary 
of the World Alliance, at Hamilton 
Avenue Christian Church, discussed 
Pacific peace problems. Dr. John 
M. Moore of the Federal Council, 
Churches of Christ, spoke in the 
Second Baptist and Third Baptist 
churches, and emphasized the cre- 
ation of fellowship as a function 
of the churches.

British Liberal Leader Issues Chal- 
lenge to Chamberlin to 
Emulate Briand,

LONDON, Nov. 8.—Former Pre- 
mier Lloyd George today ham- 
mered away of the disarmament 
question, sharply challenging the 
Government’s foreign policy in an 


address before the Aldwych Club 
in answer to a speech by Foreign 
Minister Chamberlain, who last 
week criticised the peace policy of 
Lloyd George in a speech . before 
the same club. 

The Liberal leader today § de- 
clared that as far as the Locarno 
past was concerned, Secretary 
Chamberlain was “a fundamental- 
ist,"’ and insisted that if there was 
to be peace in the world this pact 
should be treated simply as one of 
a series of steps.

‘WHITE’ RUSSIANS AND ‘REDS’

Volley From Within Repulses At- 
tac kon Shanghai Soviet 
Consulate by 200 Exiles. 


SHAGHAIN, Nov. 7.—One mai 
was killed and a woman and 10 
men were wounded in a riot late

U.S, NAVY FLYER REPORTS 


SPEED OF 322 MILES PER HOUR 


Lieut. A. J. Williams Makes Un- 
official Record in Rebuilt 
Seaplane. 

Specia] to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Lieut. 
Alford J. Williams of the Navy, 
unofficially shattered all world 
speed records yesterday at Mitchel 
Field, by flying his converted rac- 
ing plane at 322.6 miles an hour. 
He timed himself with a _ stop- 
watch hung around nis neck. 

Williams’ speed test, for which 
he had been preparing ever since 
his former seaplane was forced out 
of the Sehneider cup race by lack 
of time, followed by 48 hours the 
record set by the Italian ace, Maj. 
Mario de Bernardi, who felw his 
seaplane at 315 miles an hour over 
the Venice-Lido course. 

Williams’ plane, powered with a 
24-cylinder, 1250-horse power 
Packard motor built especially for 
the Navy flyer, recently was con- 
verted by replacing the old pon- 
toons with wheels, a saving of 1300 
pounds, and by redesigning the 
plane’s nose from a blunt form to 
one of bullet-like lines. 

After his test yesterday, Williams 
who won the Pulitzer trophy at St. 
Louis in 1923 with a speed of 
246.6 miles for 200 kilometers, an- 
nounced he would make addition- 
al flights this week in an attempt 
to break the world’s record offi- 
clally. 


MAN HAD ALPHABET 10,000 
YEARS AGO, STONE INDICATES 


New Discoveries in Excavations at 
Glozel Where Scientists Seek 
for Proof. 

By the Associated Press. 

VICHY, France, Nov. 7.—That 
man possessed a definite alphabet 
10,000 years ago, apparently has 
been established by the finds made 
by the International Commission of 
Scientists investigating the excava- 
tions at Glozel, near here. Con- 
troversy over the authenticity of 
the supposedly neolithic remains 
developed last September when 
Rene Dussaud, conservator of the 
Louvre Museum, said that the im- 
plements and bones were “planted” 
at Glozel less than 20 years ago and 
probably as a hoax. 

The Anthropological Congress 
which heard his charges then took 
up the appointment of a commit- 
tea to determine the authenticity 
of the find. The scientists began 
digging after taking precautions 
against fraud. At first they found 
nothing. But yesterday, in a field 
believed to be the site of a neoli- 
thic cemetery, they unearthed a 
piece of polished stone. This 
showed a drawing of a deer and 
six distinctly engraved characters 
of the disputed Glozel alphabet and 
a red clay idol on which the Gloz- 
el death mask—a face without a 
mouth—was visible.

Flood in Connecticut and 
White River Valleys as 


Seen From an Airplane 


Water Ten Miles Wide in Places From Mid- 


dletown, Conn., to 
Farms, Homes and 


Montpelier, Vt.— 
Factories Invaded. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The New 
York World yesterday sent a re- 
porter and photographer by air- 
plane up the Connecticut and White 
River valleys, thence northward 
over the watershed to Montpelier 
and Barre, Vt., scene of the great- 
est damage done by last week's 
floods. 

A description of what was seen 
on the six and a half hour nonstop 
flight to Montpelier and return fol- 
lows: 

By C. B. ALLEN, 

Along the Connecticut we dropped 
down to within 50 feet of the roofs 
of Cromwell, Conn. We saw that 
the houses were second-story deep 
in the muddy gray water, sluggish 
and seemingly with little direction 
of current because of the wide area 
it had overrun, 

A larger town down river claimed 
our attention, and we surveyed it 
at heights of 50 to 600 feet. It 
proved to be Middletown, and on 
the way to look it ovcr we spied a 
wagon bridge strangely awry on its 
piers as the water lapped its floor- 
ing, and rising in grotesque isola- 
tion because the flood hid the road 
for hundreds of yard. on either side 
of the bridge. 

Summer cottages, outlying dwell- 
ing houses and riverside factories 
in Midletown were cut off by dry 
land by the flood, but appeared to 
stand solidly on their foundations 
in the slow-moving waters despite 
their immersion. 

Water Up to Eaves. 

Northward along the winding 
course of the Connecticut, summer 
cottages marked the othérwise ob- 
literated river banks, their eaves 
barely above the surface in many 
places and their window tops giv- 
ing them the appearance of hip- 
popotamuses in some vast pool with 
only their broad foreheads peeping 
out of the water. Great tobacco 
barns, their contents ruined, spot- 
ted the flooded fields. Farmhouses 
everywhere seemed cut off from 
the rest of the world by great 
sheets of muddy water. Thus we 
flew on to Hartford. 

Here we located the Hartford 
airport. The runways were cov- 
ered with from 10 toe 15 feet of wa- 
ter. Only the roofs of the hangars 
and the faithful cone, indicating 
the wind direction for anyone who 
cared to land, rose above the 
greedy flood. Hartford itself was 
an aquatic city wherever its build- 
ings stood on land only a _ little 
higher than the river banks, but 
here, as at most other cities clong 
the Connecticut, factories ware- 
hetases and the poorer class of resi- 
demces seem to have been the chief 
sufferers, the main part of the city 
being on high enough ground to 
go unscathed. All through this re- 
gion the river’s breadth, because it 
had gone entirely out of bounds, 
varied from two to five miles. 

Over Windsor, Conn. we found. 
the river still fairly well contained 
between its high banks, but rush- 
ing along at tremendous speed. 

Farther along a farmer and three 
or four boys had driven across 
what dry land remained of their 
farm to see if the water was ris- 
ing or falling. We swept down 
and waved a greeting which was 
returned by the boys. Not until 
then did we s:se a small rowboat 
in the middle of the cornfield and 
catch the significance of it in a 
water filled depression separating 
them from the houses.. They had 
rowed part way and driven the 
rest, the family flivver having been 


left at a point of vantsge before 
the floods came. Doubtless they 
would park it again and row back 
for luncheon for: the house itself 
stood on a slight rise a little above 
waters completely surrounding it. 
Our plane was flying a more or 
less zigzag course in the nature of 
things, now climbing 1000 or 1500 
feet for a general comprehensive 
view of a particular area, now 
skimming down over the tree tops 
for more detailed camera shots. 


Where a Dam Has Gone Out. 
Just before Thompsonville and 


the Massachusetts border we got a 
glimpse of the river’s ugly strength 
when Pilot Winslow pointed out a 
dam, or what had been a dam. 
There was no masonry in sight, but 
a great boiling welt across the sur. 
face of the hurrying stream told of 
everything there that had dared to 
dispute the passage of the flood. 

And here as we passed in swift 
flight something that may have 
been a blasted tree snag, uprooted 
by the mountain torrents and with 
gnarled branches reaching stiffly 
out like arms, appeared for an in- 
stant in the seething waters. Then 
one of a thousand conflicting cur- 
rents caught and pulled it under, 
but in that fleeting second there 
was a pallid glimpse of what might 
have been a face and a haunting 
suggestion of dark hair fringing 
the half seen or possibly imagined 
features. Log or victim of the 
flood, it was gone in the twinkling 
of an eye. 


Thus across the border into 
Massachusetts and on to Spring- 
field where avain we found the mu- 
nicipal airport a sight to please 
only ducks or flying boats. In the 
door one-half submerged hangar 
as Winslow dipped low and point- 
ed, we saw a plane with only its 
top wing above the surface, a me- 
chanical bird that had not flown 
to safety. Springfield itself was 
comfortably above water, but its 
factories were flooded and many 
of its warehouses and outlying 
residences of the poorer type sur- 
rounded or half filled by water. 
The Eastern States Exposition 
grounds in West Springfield was 
distinguished only by the grand- 
stands and other buildings which 
projected above the flood. 

Here as we circled low to glimpse 
any refugees who might have been 
caught on top of their houses, we 
Saw a boat rowing: toward dry 
ground from a group of buildings 
and, led by a halter behind it and 
snorting with indignation but 
swimming well, a gray. cart horse 
which evidently had been rescued 
from his stable. 

To the west lay the swollen 
Westfield River, cause of most of 
the damage to Springfield when it 
was flooded by an overflowing res- 
ervoir. 

Stream 10. Miles Wide. 


After a few pictures here the 
plane’s nose again was pointed up- 
river and we passed over Chicopee 
and Holyoke, noting a dam at the 
latter place which seemed to be. 
holding its own against the river 
though taking a lot of punishment. 
We were still flying at low altitude 
and missing nothing, so that when 
the plane passed through a nar- 
row gap in the Holyoke range we 
came out suddenly on a wide val- 
ley, which first seemed a lake— 
Northampton, Mass. 

Here the countryside was flooded 
to a width of 10 miles with count-

The first of the seasons 
guest conductors demonstrated 
'that the impression he had made 
at the Friday afternoon perform- 
ance was not in the least accident- 
al and that one may confidently 
expect his succeeding performances 
to be similarly distinguished hy 
their structural finish. 

Though the men in the band are 
naturally still new to him Mr. 
Oberhoffer has shown that he 
knows how to get what he wants 
from an orchestra. Whether this 
will always be what his auditors 
feel they ‘have a right to expect 
is a matter for the future to d¢- 
cide. But in any case where a di- 
rector brings a decided  indi- 
viduality to the production of 
symphonic music there are bound 
to be differences of opinion over 
interpretation. 

In yesterday's All-Tschaikowsky 
program for instance, I thought 
that parts of the first and second 
movements of the Fourth Sym- 
pathy were sluggish for no good 
reason and that the March Slav 
was unbearably elephanfine. This 
well worn number does not stand 
up any too well when it is being 
handled dashingly. It certainly can 
not stand the minute inspection 
that Mr. Oberhoffer’s deliberate 
tempo afforded. 

Highlights of the afternoon 
were the brilllant performance of 
the fourth movement of the 
symphony and the ceful hand- 
ling of the ever-lovely Nutcracker 
Suite. Comparing the happy, naive 
charm of this nursery narrative to 
the slightly blatant quality of prac- 
tically everything else Tschaikow- 
sky wrote I wonder why it is al- 
ways restricted to “pop” concérts 
and children’s mornings. True 
enough it has all the appeal of 
Lewis Carroll or the more recent 
A. A. Milne, but as everybody
